2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
amendment has overcome the various rejections under 35 USC 112 noted in the prior 
office action. The claims are now definite and are supported by the specification. The 
Examiner has withdrawn the election of species requirement. Upon further review of 
the prior art the Examiner cannot find any reference which teaches or suggests the 
instantly claimed polyorganosilicone. Particularly the fact that the siloxane contains a 
repeating unit wherein a siloxane chain is bonded via a C-O-C-A link to a C(=0)BC(=0) 
group, and having a terminal C-O-C bonded OH or NH 2 on one end while having a 
C(=0)BC(=0)- (OH or alkoxy) group on the other end is key to this specific polymer. 
Such a formula is neither taught nor suggested by the prior art. For claim 12, the 
Examiner notes that it would be well within the skill of the ordinary artisan to select the 
specific reactants necessary to arrive at the claimed siloxane.
